It will be kept 'moist and thoroughly 
tramped, so as to exclude the air, 
there ts^uo better method of storing. 
Since there is no leaching under these 
conditions'there will be practically-no 
loss of phosphorus or potash. 
The 


covered fcod yard is extensively used 
in some parts of the country, and s!e- 
s'erves fioro attention In Missouri.
